Gollwitzer vows to fight Willow Run expansion 


Van Buren Township Supervisor G. Elton Gollwitzer 
Monday continued his and the township board’s opposition to 
the proposed $100 million expansion of the Willow Run Air- 
port, headquartered in Ypsilanti Township. 

The proposed expansion of Willow Run Airport is 
spearheaded by the Wayne County Road Commission, 
operators of the Detroit Metropolitan Airport in Romulus. 

The expansion seeks to make Willow Run Airport the 
world’s largest air cargo airport and a reliever to Detroit 

M The proposed expansion involves 1,850 acres of Van Buren 


Township land and would eliminate a total of 777 homes, 12 
businesses, two schools, one township hall (Van Buren 
Township Hall), one fire station and two factories, with 
resulting tax loss. 

In replying to a recent statement made by James Davey, 
managing director of the Wayne County Road Commission 
and Detroit Metropolitan Airport, who called the expansion 
of Willow Run “inevitable, Gollwitzer issued the following 
statement : 

The word “inevitable” has been used recently in con- 
nection with the Wayne County Road Commission’s intention 
to expand Willow Run Airport. 


The reaction of most people is that we in Van Buren 
Township are helpless in the face of so formidable a 
developer. I suspect this is the way we are supposed to feel 
but it is not right. 

After months of study by the Airport Committee and other 
sources, the following seems to be a more accurate picture of 
the situation: 

The money that will be used to build the large regional 
airports will come from the federal government. They have 
delegated the job of surveying for location of such airports to 
the various **~*es. Presumably, the money will go where the 


state officials recommend that it go. 

It would seem that the state would want airport facilities 
some place in the state besides Wayne County. Wayne County 
has Metropolitan Airport. Another airport in this area simply 
means that more traffic has to be funnelled in here from all 
over the state and other outside areas. It does not seem that 
Wayne County would be their choice when all factors are 
brought to the attention of the state officials. 

Willow Run Airport is not only an existing airport, but it is 
deeded to the University of Michigan in such a way that it 
cannot be used in any other way.

Hie use by the City of 
Romulus of more than $109,000 
in federal Emergency 
Employment Act funds has 
been approved by the 
Romulus City Council. 

At a special meeting held 
last Thursday night the 
council approved the creation 
of an EEA budget and 
designated the Wyandotte 
Savings Bank as the 
depository for EEA funds.

Huron High biology 
teacher suspended 


A ninth grade biology teacher at Huron 
High School in New Boston received a three- 
day suspension without pay last week for 
failing to follow administrative policy 
concerning the showing of films and 
discussion of veneral diseases. 

Receiving the suspension, issued by School 
Superintendent Byron K. Antcliff, was Steve 
Reese of Ypsilanti, a member of the teaching 
staff at the high school for the last 3^ years. 
Reese also teaches science at the junior high 
school level. 

Present administrative policy of the Huron 
Board of Education requires parental consent 
prior to the showing of films on or the 
discussion of veneral disease or any other sex 
education matters now allowed under the 
State Department of Education guidelines. 

Under present state guidelinesinvolving the 
teaching of sex education, parents must be 
apprised of the material used and the nature 
of discussion. In addition, parents may 
excuse their children from such classes. 

Antcliff disclosed that the teacher, when he 
requested permission to talk about veneral 
disease in his classroom, was told of the 
guidelines He allegedly failed to follow these 
guidelines. 

Some parents of high school students have 
complained to high school principal William 
Miller of the teacher’s teaching. Last 
weekend, school officials held an executive 
session and on Monday, Jan. 24, issued the 
suspension. 

liie film and discussion on venereal disease 
was held on Jan. 20. 

On the preceding day (Jan. 19) two mothers 
charged the teacher discussed sex to his 
students, using what they contend was 
unprintable language for the classroom. 

They complained to the school 


superintendent after the children came out 
with notes on the discussion by the teacher. 

Mrs. Olga McDavid of 30362 West Rd., New’ 
Boston, and Mrs. Doris Hartsuff, also of New 
Boston, are the mothers who filed the 
complaint against the teacher. 

Mrs. McDavid reported on Monday she 
intends to take the teacher’s case before the 
school board’s next meeting. The three-day 
suspension relates to the showing of the film 
without first getting parental consent and 
does not settle her complaint, she said. 

The sex education issue in Huron District 
schools has caused a controversy since a civil 
court suit seeking an injunction against the 
teaching of sex education was filed in Wayne 
County Circuit Court by four mothers in 
December, 1970. 

On Friday, Jan. 28, Circuit Court Judge 
Edwards S. Piggins deferred action on a 
motion for summary dismissal of the suit 
filed by the school board. 

During last Friday’s court proceedings, 
several of the notes brought home by two 
students was presented to the judge by the 
plaintiffs' attorney to show that sex education 
in violation of state guidelines is being taught 
at the high school. 

The school board had denied that sex 
education was being taught as charged by the 
plaintiffs against guidelines set forth by the 
State Department of Education. 

The court deferred any further action in the 
suit pending the taking of depositions. 

Antcliff has reported several prior attempts 
to schedule the taking of depositions in the 
case have been unsuccessful, thus delaying 
court proceedings. 

A new date for the taking of the depositions 
is to be scheduled as soon as possible. 
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Council adopts law 
regulating firearms

An ordinance prohibiting 
the discharge of certain 
firearms within the City of 
Romulus except within 
certain licensed areas has 
been approved by the 
Romulus City Council. 

The ordinance, the first 
firearms code for the city, was 
adopted by the city council at 
a special meeting held last 
Thursday night. 

The new ordinance followed 
months of controversy 
involving the discharging of 
firearms within the city. A 
public hearing was conducted 
by the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) 
at the Romulus Senior High 
School on Jan. 11. 

The testimony taken at the 
public hearing. whicn 
attracted more ‘than 250 
persons, is still under study by 
the DNR, which had been 
asked by the city council to 
hold the hearing and make 
recommendations.

In addition to banning the 
discharge of firearms in the 
city the code also provides 
penalties for violations and 
arranges for the licensing of 
rifle ranges. 

Within the meaning of the 
new ordinance firearms 
include any rifle, pistol or 
other explosive device which 
expels a single projectile at a 
velocity sufficient to kill, 
injure or damage persons, 
property or animals. 

The ordinance does not 
apply to a person discharging 
a firearm with within an 
approved and licensed gun, 
skeet or trap club, or within 
the confines of a licensed rifle 
range, or to public exhibitions 
conducted in a safe area and 
which receive prior written 
approval of the city’s law 
enforcement agency and the 
city clerk. 

The ordinance does not 
apply to a person discharging.

a firearm on property owned 
by him or a member of his 
immediate family for which 
he shall have received prior 
written approval by the city. 

Regulations relative to 
issuing licenses to clubs or 
ranges require approval from 
the law enforcement agency of 
the city. Based on this 
approval, the city clerk, can 
issue a one-year license upon 
payment of a $10 fee. Every 
licensee must arrange for 
annual inspections. 

Persons convicted of 


violating provisions of the gun 
ordinance face a jail term of 
not more than 90 days, 
maximum fine of $500, or both 
upon the discretion of the 
court. 

Violation of the ordinance 
rules and regulations is 
deemed a misdemeanor. 

The ordinance adoption was 
termed a victory for a group of 
citizens which has repeatedly., 
complained about the'careless 
use of firearms and shooting 
in an area behind their homes 
in the Birch Run Townshouse 


Cooperatives. The 
cooperatives are located on 
Goddard Road, off Wayne 
Road between Ecorse and 
Wick roads. 

Spokesmen for the citizens 
group has made several 
appearances before the city 
council in efforts to get an 
ordinance banning hunting in 
the city. 

At the Jan. 25 council 
session, Mrs. Sandra 
Armbruster of 35735 Goddard 
Rd., and Dan Geary of 35859 
Goddard Rd., both of Romulus 


and representing the Birch 
Run Townshouse Cooperative 
residents, reported they had 
petitions signed by more than 
600 persons from throughout 
the city asking for an 
ordinance banning the 
discharge of firearms in the 
city. 

Following their 
presentation, the council 
scheduled the special hearing 
which was held last Thursday. 

TTie adoption of the new gun 
ordinance by the city council 
was unanimous.

Major steps begun 
toward urban renewal

Major steps toward 
completing Romulus’ first 
urban renewal program were 
initiated during 1971, an 
annual activities report made 
by George Wilhelmi, urban 
renewal director, disclosed 
Monday. 

TTie initial phase of the 
urban renewal program 
involves 175 acres of land in 
the Wayne-Beverly roads 
area. 

The total urban renewal re- 
development program takes 
in more than 500 acres of land 
in the same location. Actual 
development is expected to 
last a period of approximately 
10 years. 

The city’s urban renewal 
program was initiated in 1962. 
The first federal grant for 
planning was received in 1967 
and the total re-development 
program finalized and 
approved by both the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) 
and Romulus City Council in 
July, 1971. 

Tlie report disclosed that to 
date the city has purchased 
approximately 40 parcels of 
land at a cost of $228,000 in the 
first phase. A federal grant in 
excess of $2.5 million to 


finance purchases for the first 
phase has been received by 
the city and banked. 

Wilhelmi reported in his 
review that negotiations for an 
additional 60 parcels are 
under way at the present time. 

Offers to purchase parcels 
of all of the remaining 
properties in the project area 
will be completed this month. 

To date nine families have 
been relocated from the urban 
renewal area at an 


approximate cost of $64,000. 
An additional five families are 
on the current work load. 
Wilhelmi reported. 

Of the nine families, four 
families have moved out of 
Romulus-two to Inkster, one to 
Idlewild and the other to 
Mississippi. 

Wilhelmi reported the local 
urban renewal office is trying 
to discourage family 
displacement or relocation 
until additional money is 
received from the federal 


government for the increased 
relocation payments. 

Current relocation payment 
estimates were calculated 
before the new Uniform 
Relocation Law was enacted 
in January, 1971. At that time, 
relocation payments by the 
federal government were 
tripled. 

Parkins, Rogers and 
Associates Inc. of Detroit, city 
planning consultant, is 
working on an amendatory

Liquor license issue 
reappears in Romulus 


The distribution of Class C 
liquor licenses was again 
before the Romulus City 
Council last week. 

In November, 1970, the 
council approved issuing the 
last three of the six new Class 
C liquor licenses allotted the 
city by the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission (MLCC). 

A recent communication 
from the MLCC to council 
members reported the 
allottment of six liquor 
licenses was reduced when the 


council issued a tavern license 
(considered by the 
commission as a Gass C 
license) to one Romulus 
resident and issued a Gass C 
liquor license to Joseph J. 
Lambert, operator of the 
Landing Strip Lounge in 
Romulus. 

Lambert had received his 
license prior to the 1970 U.S. 
Census, which is the basis for 
the additional Class C 
licenses. The council is 
seeking a legal opinion of the 


commission’s inclusion of 
Lambert’s license as part of 
the new licenses. 

A somewhat similar 
communication from the 
MLCC had been sent to the 
last three applicants, who 
were granted liquor licenses. 

The commission had 
requested the council to 
reconsider the applicants in 
view of the reduction in the 
Gass C license allottment. 
The MLCC did not act on the 
last three applicants. 

In December the council 
tabled all liquor license 
applications until after Jan. 1. 

At the Jan. 25 council 
meeting, three applicants 
appeared and again made 
requests for one of the two 
remaining liquor licenses. 

A request made by John 
Mac Zink of 35520 Goddard Rd. 
was denied when a motion to 
grant MacZink a liquor license 
failed for lack of support. 

MacZink previously had 
been approved to receive one 
of the licenses.

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New science approach at Beverly

That state tax hike 
just might stay around 


Don’t look now, voters and taxpayers, but 
that 50 per cent increase — from 2.6 to 3 9 per 
cent — in Michigan’s personal income tax 
enacted last July will probably stay with us 
right past its Aug. 1, 1972 expiration date. 

Sen. Robert Vanderlaan, a Republican 
from Kentwood, Monday night introduced a 
bill to extend the tax boost which was pushed 
through the legislature six months ago as an 
•‘emergency’’ measure. 

We would like to remind our area 
legislators — especially Sen. William Faust 
and Reps. Tom Browm and James Tierney, 
since they were “yea’’ sayers last July, and 
Rep. Edward Mahalak, who was absent 
during the vote — that Section 4 of Senate Bill 
No. 616, as quoted from the House journal, 
reads as follows: 

“The provisions of this amendatory 
(Editor’s note: Senate Bill 616 actually was 
an amendment to the Income Tax Act of 
1967’) shall expire August 1, 1972 unless prior 
thereto the Legislature has submitted to the 
electors constitutional amendments which 
shall (a) grant property tax relief by limiting 
the levying of more than 10 mills on property 
for school operational purposes, (b) permit 
the legislature to enact taxes on income 
graduated either as to rate or base or both, or 
(c) a combination of (a) and (b) as one 
amendment and (a) as a separate 
amendment and which said amendments 
shall be voted upon at a special election to be 
held on November 2, 1971 or at the general 
election to be held November 1972.” 

With all the talk around Lansing now that 
the legislature never intended to let the tax 
expire, we have to wonder why our elected 
state officials even bothered to write in an 
expiration date in the first place unless it was 
a means of decieving the taxpaying and 
voting public again. 

The original reason for the tax, legislators 
said, was the General Motors Corp. strike 
which slashed the state’s estimated revenue

and put the state in serious financial straits a 
year ago. Now Governor Milliken, who 
proposed the original tax, reportedly — 
according to several legislators — has written 
the tax extension into his 1972-73 budget of 
$2.27 billion. 

The governor says he can balance his 
budget with no new taxes, assuming the 50 per 
cent hike of 1971 remains. If a 3.9 per cent tax 
after Aug. 1, 1972 isn’t supposed to be 
considered a new tax, then anyone having 
bought a 1972 model automobile to replace an 
older one can’t call it a new car. 

Monday night’s bill is just another case of 
how the public is looked upon by our elected 
officials as an endless source of revenue. 
Since the paying citizen has no real choice 
when it comes to money matters in Lansing — 
or Washington, D.C. for that matter — it’s 
little wonder why he strikes back at taxes in 
the only avenue actually open to him: voting 
down millage elections. 

But that’s another story. 

We strongly urge the public to get off its 
lackadaisical’ duff and let the powers-that-be 
in Lansing know' how the people feel about the 
increasing taxes and expenses. 

This is an election year, you know, so write 
your local legislators right away because you 
can be sure the tax extension plan will soon 
become permanent if you don’t. It would 
also be a good idea to send copies of your 
letters to Governor Milliken, Sen VanderLaan 
and Sen. Harry DeMaso, whose Senate 
Taxation Committee has recieved the bill. 

Send us a copy too and we’ll be sure to 
publish it in another effort to create still 
further anti-tax sentiment in Western Wayne 
County. 

If you need a boost toward taking pen in 
hand, just look at the W-2 form you recieved 
last month from your employer and note how 
much of your 1971 income went toward taxes, 
both state and federal. 

Ouch! Double ouch! 


This year Beverly School is offering a new 
elementary science program on a pilot basis 
Known as the AAAS Science-A Process Appraoch, it 
is an elementary science curriculum which was 
developed to improve the elementary science 
education for children by providing them with an 
experimental and inquiry oriented program. 

AAAS is the Aconym for American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 

Starting in kindergarten and first grade, children 
are taught eight basic processes of science which 
are: observing, using space and time relationships, 
using numbers, measuring, classifying, com- 
municating, predicting and inferring. 

A principal aim of the program is to develop skill 
in the careful and systematic use of these processes 
in the primary grades to prepare childen for more 
complex science learning in the later grades. 

In the intermediate grades, children are con- 
fronted with more complex scientific activities such 


as formulating hypothesis, controlling variables, 
interpreting data and experimenting. 

This program differs from the traditional science 
program in that emphasis is placed on the process 
approach or through the process of "learning by 
doing.” It departs from the mere textbook routines 
and provides an added stimuli through a variety of 
activities that capture the natural curiosity 
inherent in children. 

Science is more than a body of facts and a 
collection of principles - it is a structured and 
directed way of asking and answering questions. To 
learn how touse scientific inquiry to answer 
questions will provide a child with a substantive 
skill which can be applied without limit. 

The well-taught child wil 1 learn that science is not 
memory or magic, but rather a disciplined form of 
human curiosity. 

The program itself is built on a sequential basis 
beginning with simple processes in primary grades

and advancing to increased complexity in later 
grades. 

Typically, activities are designed to develop 
capabilities in one process which will contribute to 
the child’s capabilities in other processes. 

For example, capbilites in observing may well 
contribute to the child’s capability in classifying 
and measuring. Each year the program is extended 
to include succeeding grades; thusly, this year it’s 
kindergarten and first grade; next year second 
grade will be added and so on. 

From the start the child is an active participant in 
scientific tasks. He does, indeed, observe, classify, 
measure and predict. He has the chance to work as 
a scientist by carrying out the kinds of tasks which 
scientists perform. 

The AAS Program does not replace the textbook, 
but adds a new dimension to elementary science 
teaching. It complements the textbook.

Scrambling legislators will 

make a final try in mid- 
February to re-draw the 19 
Congressional district 
boundaries before a federal 
court threatens to take over 
the job. 

Atty. Gen. Frank J. Kelley 
warned them that 
Republicans who started a 
lawsuit in Port Huron have 
agreed on a Feb. 29 deadline. 

"I don’t think it will go to the 
court,” said Senator John T. 
Bowman (D-Roseville). “I 
think we will pass a bill.” 

Democrats forced a bill out 
of the House elections 
committee last Dec. 15 to the 
floor where it is marking time 
while strategists of both 
parties parry and thrust to get 
a version that will pass. 

Rep. Alfed A. Sheridan (D- 
Taylor), chairman of the 
committee, disclosed a new 
Plan 4 that would lock in the 
seven Democratic incumbents 
and give the party a strong 
shot at three present 
Republican seats. 

The Democratic targets in 
the new plan are UiS. Reps 
William S. Broomfield of 
Royal Oak and Donald W. 
Riegle of Flint and an 
incumbent-free district for 


Bowman in Macomb and 
Thumb area counties. 

Bowman, an 18-year 
legislative veteran, is 
emerging as the strong man in 
the behind-the-scenes 
maneuvering. 

"Unless they realize we can’t 
do anything until Bowman 
agrees to it, they’re nuts,” 
Sheridan said. 

Democrats have dropped 
Republican Rep. Marvin L. 
Esch of Ann Arbor as a target 
and the big fight now will be 
over Broomfield, to a lesser 
extent Riegle and over the 
seat reserved for Bowman. 

“'Hiat plan (Sheridan No. 
4.) would start in Macomb, 
take me up in the Thumb in 
part of (U.S. Rep. James) 
Harvey's district,” Bowman 
said. "I’d buy that one.” 

Minutes later, Sheridan said 
he has reversed his earlier 
plan which would have forced 
Bowman to run against 
Democratic U.S. Rep. Lucien 
N. Nedzi in Detroit’s Nth 
district, giving Macomb a 
second seat. 

The new plan would keep 
Nedzi in Detroit, with the 
Grasse Pointes and Harper 


Woods after giving up 200,000 
residents in Macomb. 

"If anybody caved in to 
Bowman, it’s because they 
realized that John Bowman has 
got the votes in the Senate and 
a group of loyalists in the 
House," Sheridan said. 

He said the plan would allow 
Democratic U.S. Rep. James 
G. O’Hara of Warren to keep 
80 per cent of his present 
district while picking up 
smaller Republican counties 
to the north. 

Sheridan said O’Hara’s 
district now has a population 
of 640,000 and must be 
trimmed to 467,000 to meet the 
one man- one vote 
requirement. 

Oakland county district 
boundaries have changed 
more in the planning here than 
a page changes his socks. 

Others said the latest 
Sheridan plan, which gives 
Republicans an almost 
exclusive voice outstate, is the 
most likely to be the 
compromise vehicle. 

Sheridan said the legal 
descriptions of the new 
boundaries will be ready for 
work on the floor by mid- 
February.

Public officials forum 

State budget presents 
a complex problem 


The state budget is a 
problem that comes around 
every year to vex the 
legislature. It becomes more 
and more difficult to stretch 
state revenues to meet the 
demands for expenditures 
caused by a growing 
Michigan. 

The process starts each 
year when the governor 
presents his budget 
recommendations to the 
legislature. After that the 
recommendations are 
translated into bills which are 
studied and often refashioned 
by the House and Senate 
Appropriations Committees. 

In time these various bills 
arrive on the floor of the 
House and Senate for debate, 
possible amendments, 
discussion and explanation 
and vote. 

The governor’s recent 
proposals for the fiscal year 
starting next July 1 are for a 
budget of $2,269 billion. This is 
a record and some $224.4 
million over this year’s

spending levels. The budget 
contains few new programs, 
but does seek to develop 
programs started in previous 
years. • 

The projected state 
revenues for fiscal 1972-73 
were set at $2,281 billion. 
Much of the additional 
revenue will come from 
increased state income taxes 
on individuals, corporations 
and financial institutions. 
That tax increase went into 
effect last Aug. 1. According to 
the governor’s budget 
planners, collection of those 
taxes is expected to increase

the state’s total revenue by 
12.5 per cent this year. 

Some of the major items in 
the proposed budget include. 
School aid grants, $616.7 
million, an increase of $37.6 
million ; social services, $594 4 
million, an increase of $75.3 
million, higher education, 
$410.3 million, an increase of 
$42.9 million; mental health 
$228 6 million, an increase of 
$17.7 million; special grants 
and transfers, $50.1 million, 
the same level as this year. 

State police, $45.9 million, 
an increase of $2 8 million; 
corrections, $40.1 million, an 
increase of $4.2 million, and 
the State Department of 
Education. $37.2 million, an 
increase of $1.2 million. 

The governor’s balanced 
budget is based on an 
improved economic picture 
for 1972-73. If this does not 
occur, the state could be in the 
same plight it was last year 
and again this year when 
there had to be cutbacks and 
various other actions taken to 
balance the budget. TTie state 
constitution prohibits the state 
from running in the red. 

It is expected that the state 
will end this year with a very 
lean $1 million surplus The 
new budget proposals 
anticipate a surplus of $11.7 
million at the end of next fiscal 
year. 

The budget leans heavily 
toward education and social 
services, two of the biggest 
responsibilities of state 
government. The proposals 
for school aid, higher 
education and the Department 
of Education are up a total of 
more than $80 million over 
present levels. 

As noted, social services 
recommendations are more 
than $75 million over current 
appropriations. Welfare needs 
are difficult to predict and 
depend considerably on the 
state of the economy. The 
number of public assistance 
recipients is expected to rise 
to some 670,000 in 1972-73. 


Resident questions 
city council 9 s sincerity 

To the editor: 

In the last few months councilmen from the City of 
Romulus have taken great pleasure in criticizing the mayor 
on his policies. I wonder if they have ever sat down and taken 
a good look at their own policies. 

The only policy I have ever seen them make use of is the 
policy of doing nothing at all unless they are forced to or 
unless it looks good for them. If an issue is controversial at all 
they table it for further review. More often than not it’s never 
heard of again. 

We have heard a great deal from certain councilmen about 
how they are saving the taxpayer’s money and how they are 
for the little man. Yet when the mayor purchased a chloride 
truck at an almost unheard of low price, we have heard 
nothing but criticism. In doing so the mayor saved the 
taxpayers several thousands of dollars. 

Can it be that only the council is entitled to save the 
taxpayers money? If Mr. Carmichael had waited for Council 
approval on this matter, we’d still be waiting for that 
chloride truck. In fact, if we waited for council to make a 
decision, we’d still be using candles for street lights. 

Speaking of the taxpayer’s money, I’ve seen these same 
men who will argue for hours over $1.50 pass items for 
thousands of dollars without questioning what they are 
paying for. Could it possibly be that our council isn’t well 
enough informed about finances to ask intelligent questions 
about anything more important than how much it costs to 
change a tire. 

It seems very strange to me, Mr. Edwards, that you are so 
concerned about the city budget being overspent. After all, 
monies spent over $750 require council approval. You can’t 
mean that you didn’t know what you have been approving all 
these months? 

There has also been a lot of lip service dedicated to the 
mayor’s policies in hiring employees. A few of our coun- 
cilmen don’t approve. Has anyone ever explained to the 
council that Mr. Carmichael doesn’t need their approval? 

I think he has been more than patient with council in taking 
their criticism as long as he has. I’m positive the council 
members would not be as forebearing if the mayor had tried 
to usurp their powers as often as they have his. So he has 
made a few decisions the council doesn’t approve of. Well, 
someone had better start making some decisions, with or 
without the council’s approval. If a few of our councilmen 
had their way we’d still be back in the horse and buggy days. 
We are a growing city and should be making much greater 
progress than we are. Instead we have a couple men sitting 
on the council who have done everything possible to hold us 
back. Township government is a thing of the past. This is 
1972 and the council should realize that under the city charter 
we have a new system of operation. If we had liked the way a 
township operated we wouldn’t have the City of Romulus 
today. 

The citizens of Romulus should take time and spend an 
evening at a council meeting.

In fact, the council has needlessly delayed signing a new 
union contract for the employees since last April. These 
employees have not had a raise in nearly two years. 

When will these councilmen. some of them good union men 
(?L realize that you can’t keep qualified help by offering 
them half what is paid on outside jobs? Unsatisfied em- 
ployees can cost the taxpayer a great deal of money . And by 
the way gentlemen, just how much of the taxpayer’s money 
has been spent on attorney’s fees fighting the employee’s 
union in the last 10 months? 

While we’re on the subject of the little man, let’s talk about 
the liquor licenses. There are people who have had their 
applications in for years and been refused while council has 
granted one to a man whose father recently sold a very 
lucrative liquor store business. 

The mayor, to date, has not exercised all the power 
delegated to him by the city charter. In fact, the biggest 
criticism I have heard ol Mr. Carmichael is that he has 
delayed this long. Perhaps its time for the citizens of 
Romulus to get behind the mayor, who you elected, and join 
him in demanding that the city council work jointly with him 
instead of against him.

To the editor: 

When I read the letter from the mail carrier last week, I 
was tempted to write, since I was in complete agreement 
with her However, I hadn’t gotten around to it yet when I 
read the letter this week from Mrs. R.E.V. of Belleville. Her 
letter made me angry enough to write immediately. 

I think Mrs. R.E.V. completely missed the point though, 
when she said mail carriers know their duties when they 
start their jobs and shouldn’t expect gratuities. My im- 
pression was not that mail carrier was expecting gratuities, 
but commenting on any lack of any kind of appreciation from 
postal patrons. 

No, we the public are not expected to “support” people in 
public service jobs. But as human beings, we are supposed to 
appreciate in one form or another, any and all individuals 
who go out of their way for us - who go beyond the rules of 
their job. This includes not only mail carriers, but newsboys, 
delivery people - and yes, even the trash collectors. 

1 do not believe that people like Mrs R.E.V. “Do favors for 
people all the time out of the goodness of their hearts.” 
People who do things out of the goodness of their hearts are 
not the kind to complain when someone asks for some form of 
appreciation. Mrs. R.E.V. and her kind are the ones who will 
do favors for friends, where they can count on reciprocation. 

I do not think it would work a hardship on any individual or 
family to take time out to realize that people like the mail 
carriers and newsboys come through with their service 
regardless of weather, regardless of road conditions, 
regardless of problems at home. 

Their counterparts in industry or unions have greater 
benefits, greater protection. How often this winter did you 
grumble that your mail or newspaper was late? Were the 
roads icy and dangerous? Were the winds howlihg so that the 
newsboy lost some of his papers to the weather, and then 
had to pay for their replacement? 

Have you ever watched a newsboy go from door to door 
making his collections in sub-zero weather, not to have 
anyone even ask him to step inside the door for a minute 
while they get their money? Have you ever thought of the 
services your mail carrier gives that are not in the 
regulations - like coming up your snow covered walk, like 
taking mail you’ve left for outgoing because you didn’t want 
to walk to the mailbox, like trying to skirt around the barking 
dog on the block in hopes that he won’t get bitten? 

These and many other things are everyday occurrences to 
our mail carriers, who, it you believe it or not, do not have to 
deliver mail under those circumstances. What about the 
summer weather? Have you ever offered a cold drink to the 
mail carrier who is walking in that heat and humidity for 
hours? Yes, it’s the job. 

Wouldn’t it be a pity if all of our service people did “just 
their jobs” and no more? What about the trash collectors? 
Have you ever watched how some will just throw down your 
barrels not caring what condition they end up in, while others 
take thetime to stand them upright and lock the covers back 
on? 

Yes. Mrs. R.E.V., our public service people have the right 
to expect some kind of appreciation. Many of them earn it. 
For those who do, what nicer time to say thank you than at 
the holidays. You ask if the children of public service people 
aren’t going to look for handouts too? What about your 
children? Wouldn’t this be a nice way to teach them to say 
thank you to others? 

Wouldn’t it be nice if every person did what I’ve been doing 
for 20 years and have tried to get others to do - put one dollar 
in a card at Christmas time as a thank you to those who have 
given you service - the mail carrier, the newsboy, the trash- 
man, and anyone else who has given you service above what 
they are paid to do. A couple of dollars, to the deserving 
people, once a year, won’t break most families, and think 
how good you might feel saying thank you in this way.

Ttiis stigma attached to the dropout is not his burden, it 
belongs on us. In effect, the more than one million young 
Americans who will not return to their classrooms this year 
are saying “Your educational system is not appropriate for 
our needs.” We need changes in our present system. 

Everybody should be educated, but this does not 
necessarily mean that everybody should go to college for four 
years before they are able to contribute to society. We need 
more vocational courses offered in our schools to prepare 
students for careers in numerous emerging fields resulting 
from our recent technological advances. We need work-study 
programs to keep students from dropping out of school for 
economic reasons. 

Other areas in our educational system that need to be 
improved or established are in personal counseling, special 
classes, after-school study programs, tutorial help, improved 
and more flexible curricular offerings and better qualified 
teachers who are interested in people. 

Dropouts are everyone’s concern. In each community 
there are people willing to help, but it is the teachers and 
school administrators who will have to take the initiative and 
provide the leadership to show them how we can correct the 
dropout problem. 

If we do not move to implement the needed changes in our 
educational system and we do not attain total community in- 
volvement with our school system, we as taxpayers can look 
toward to paying more heavily than ever for the treatment of 
delinquents, the support of unemployables and in general 
higher welfare costs.

and loneliness that divorced 
people meet/’ 

One reason for this play’s 
continuing appeal is that the 
audience identifies with either 
Felix, the fussy bachelor, or 
Oscar, the lovable slob. “Even 
happily married people," said 
Going, "find it not too hard to 
speculate what life would be 
like if they were not so lucky.” 

Going, who lives in New 
York between plays, is 
directing for the first time at 
Meadow Brook TTieatre. He is 
no stranger to theatre in 
Michigan, however, working 
for the past three seasons as 
director at the Cherry County 
Playhouse in Traverse City. 
This past summer he directed 
Joan Bennett and David 
Huffman in one of the first 
productions of "Butterflies 
Are Free" to play outside New 
York. 

Just before beginning 
rehearsals at Meadow Brook 
Theatre he again directed 
"Butterflies Are Free”, this 
time at the Royal Poinciana 
Playhouse in Palm Beach, 1 
Fla.

Two-time Nobel Prize 
winner Linus Pauling was the 
interview subject for the 100th 
taping of "Decisions of the 
70’s,” a Mutal Broadcasting 
System public service radio 
program produced by Wayne 
State University in the studios 
of WDET-FM. the University 
radio station. 

Dr. Pauling was 
interviewed on the 
responsibilities of scientists in 
today’s society by the 
program host, Dr. Richard 
Ward, associate professor of 
Geology at WSU. The program 
will be broadcast nationally 
by Mutal at 9:36 p.m. tonight. 
It will be heard in Detroit at 7 
a.m., Sunday, on WCAR. 

Dr. Pauling was at Wayne 
State for the 20th Annual 
Symposium on Blood, held 
recently. He predicted at the 
Symposium and during the 
broadcast interview that the 
great advances in medicine in 
the coming decade will be in 
the field of nutrition. 

"1 am confident,” he said, 
"that the incidence of cancer 
could be reduced by 10 per 
cent by better nutrition.”

Questions, answers 


Q.— We have a concrete 
swimming pool on our proper- 
ty. Up to now we have had it 
serviced, but this year I intend 
to do it myself. One of the 
things that must be done is to 
paint the inside of it. What 
kind of paint should I use? 
How do I estimate how much 
is needed? 

A —Ask your dealer to give 
you a swimming pool paint 
formulated for use on 
concrete. Different 
manufacturers use different 
names for it, but the dealer 
will know what is required. A 
swimming pool paint is 
resistant to the alkali in con- 
crete that attacks ordinary 
paint. One gallon will cover 
about 200 square feet. 


A.— Consider the possibility 
of using one of the chemical 
removers designed to 
eliminate scraping. They have 
their supporters and their 
detractors. 1 tried one of the 
non-scraping removers and 
found it excellent, but there 
was only one coat of varnish 
on the piece of furniture. Some 
say it doesn’t work too well on 
objects with several coats of 
paint or varnish In any case, 
if you use a putty knife again, 
hold it at a low angle rather 
than upright or nearly 
upright. Work slowly and 
carefully and you won’t gouge 
the wood. 


Q — Help me to avoid a mis- 
take I made a couple of years 
ago 1 removed the finish from 
a bureau with a varnish remo- 
ver, but nicked the wood a 
couple of times with the putty 
knife I was using as a scraper. 
Is there a way to avoid this? I 
have a similar job coming up 
soon. 


Q — Why is hydrated lime 
used in mortar when working 
on bricks? I notice it isn’t used 
in other concrete mixes. 

A.— Hydrated lime makes 
the mixture flow more easily, 
thus enabling mortar to be 
packed in tightly between 
bricks. 


Q — One of the downspouts 


on our house is clogged with 
something, as no water comes 
out of it during a rain. How 
can it be unclogged? 

A.— It depends on what the 
obstruction is. If it is merely 
leaves or congealed mud, 
flushing the downspout with 
water from a hose placed into 
the top of it may work. If 
something more solid is 
lodged in the downspout, try 
dropping a weight, tied to a 
rope, into the opening at the 
top. Another dislodging 
weapon is the so-called 
plumber’s "snake, " 
ordinarily used for clearing 
pipes of obstructions. If 
nothing works, you have no 
alternative but to remove the 
downspout, usually less 
difficult than it seems.

For the home handyman, 
storing lumber often is a 
problem, but a simple-to-birild 
bin can keep it out of the way. 

It’s constructed of 2-by-4 
inch pine or fir. Two long 
pieces are fastened to joists or 
rafters, extending down the 
wall about eight feet apart. 

A rack of l-by-4 inch lumber 
is built out from the bottom of 
the 2-by-4’s for stacking sheets 
of plywood or boards. Two 
upper shelves are built, using 
shorter lengths of 2-by-4’s 
fastened to the joints about 
two feet out from the wall, and 
l-by-10- or l-by-12-inch boards 
set on 1-by -4-inch crosspieces. 


Room bonus 
in basement 


Adding living space in a 
basement calls for a light 
color scheme and rich-looking 
materials to avoid creating a 
subterranean atmosphere. 

Many decorators 
recommend sun colors, even 
for daylight basements, to 
make them look warmly 
hospitable. One approach is to 
panel the walls with solid 
lumber, choosing a light -toned 
wood like western pine or 
hemlock. 

Installed vertically, the 
boards will give the effect of 
pushing the ceiling higher and 
light-colored ceiling and floor 
will add to this feeling. 


Storage and other built-ins can 
be clad with the matching 
paneling for a custom touch. 

Unsightly furnaces and 
other appliances can be 
hidden with an enclosure of 
the same material, and using 
a solid panel door helps baffle 
noise, lends richness to the 
area at little extra cost. 

A long window area with 
slanted skylights over planter 
space brightens a basement 
room. High ground-level 
windows can be given a 
"deeper” look by adding 
louvered wood shutters below 
and "open" shutters at the 
sides.

Add on space 
and save cash 


Specialized storage closets, 
for linens or cleaning 
equipment and supplies, 
should be located close to 
areas served and often can be 
built in spaces too small to 
accommodate full-size 
closets. 

A linen closet should be as 
close as possible to bedrooms, 
but smaller closets could be 
added in bathrooms for towels 
and wash cloths, and in dining 
room or kitchen for table 
linens. 

Door openings should be 
eight feet high and about as 
wide as the closet, to allow 
storage all the way to the 
ceiling and for easy access on 
the sides. Ideal linen shelf 
depth is 12 to 16 inches, about 


the width of two lx8-inch 
western pine boards. 

No single location for a 
cleaning closet is convenient 
to all areas of the house, so it 
may be best to split’ this 
storage. 

A fl oor-to-ceiling cabinet 
about 12 inches deep 
(depending on bulk of vacuum 
cleaner) and three feet wide 
should be sufficient, with 
upper third devoted to 
shelves.

From the time he built his 
first crude shelter, man has 
found himself in homesa little 
too snug to contain his family 
comfortably, much less 
accomodate extra living and 
leisure activities. 

In these days of tightened 
budgets, a $5,000-$10,000 item 
for a new room is beyond the 
reach of most families, so a 
remodeling concept that 
stretches rooms at modest 
cost is welcome news. 

The $600, do-it-yourself cost 
estimate for a versatile 6x8- 
foot addition known as the 
Elbow Room is possible 
because it uses existing 
electrical and heating 
facilities of the room it 
adjoins, and needs no 
plumbing. 

The easiest, most 
economical positioning for an 
Elbow Room is at an existing 
window or door, at least four 
feet wide. This means less 
wall area to remove and 
reduces header construction. 

First step is to decide how 
the room is to be used. Built on 
as a bunk room for children, it 
takes beds out of the way, 
leaving most of the bedroom 
space for play or studying. 

Or the Elbow Room can be a 
dressing area, freeing extra 
space in the master bedroom. 
Some persons may prefer a 
greenhouse off the family 
room, a sewing or crafts 
center, or a television-stereo 
entertainment area. 

If the room is to be used as 
an art studio, for music 
practice, or for cluttered 


activities, bifold louvered 
wood doors may be added. 
Built next to a family room, it 
adds versatility for 
entertaining. 

The room is built on a slab 
or footings, finished to 
complement the house 
exterior, and has a shed or 
gable roof. Interior is western 
board paneling and various 
window treatments are 
possible. The Elbow Room 
was designed to conform to 
model codes. 

Materials may range from 
$400 to $600. A kitchenette 
adaptation costs more, 
because of appliances, 
plumbing and wiring.

Sabo predicts better 
times ahead in Sumpter 


Commissioner John N. Sabo 
Jr. (D-24th Dist.) said 
yesterday that he felt there 
would be better cooperation 
between the citizens of 
Sumpter Township and the 
Township Board of Trustees 
as a result of a Friday 
meeting. 

Sabo acted as mediator in 
an attempt to settle some 
problems in Sumpter. 

According to Sabo, who 
represents Sumpter on the 
county board, he made 
recommendations on three 
major items which were 
brought up at the meeting. 

Regarding the controversy 
on the police force, Sabo said 
he recommeneded that Police 
Chief David McNealey be 
retained and that Patrolman 
Jerry Cox, suspended by the 
chief, be reinstated on a one- 
year probationary' period on a 
level no higher than that of 
sergeant. Cox was demoted 
from sergeant to patrolman 
by the township board. 

The commissioner also said 
he recommended that a back- 
up police car be used for 
emergencies. 

Addressing the issue of the 
animal shelter, Sabo said he 
felt the township should get 
together with the City of 
Taylor on a temporary or 
permanent basis. He said 
animals could be housed in 
Taylor at a cost of $3,750 for 
six months or $6,500 on a one- 
year basis. 

Regarding the sewer and 
water problem, Sabo said he 
suggested the township look 
into the possiblity of retaining 
federal and county aid for 
funding sewers. 

The commissioner said he 
felt a “lack of communication, 
misunderstanding and half- 
truths” had existed originally 
between the board of trustees. 
Township Clerk Amanda 
Robert and Supervisor Elmer 
Parraghi.

Gollwitzer vows 
to fight expansion

We can assume that it would be impossible to ignore its 
value as an airport. To use it will probably require modern- 
ization. But to increase its activity (flights per year) as 
planned by the Wayne County Road Commission does not 
seem necessary. Holding this down to a reasonable activity 
is assured only if the modernization is such that greater 
activity is impossible. 

Our effort in this direction is to limit the airport to about its 
present size and activity. 

With Belleville Lake in the center of it, Van Buren Town- 
ship is unique. The presence of the lake makes this a nice 
residential area not only for those living on the lake but also 
for those who use it for recreation and those who enjoy 
looking at it from time to time. 

Such a natural asset is very valuable and one which we now 
realize must be protected against ruthless development 
made in the name of progress. So, if it is argued that it is 
necessary to ruin a residential area for airport use, a good 
case can be made for not letting it happen to Van Buren. 

Efforts now being made to acquire this lake and a 101-acre 
park from the Detroit Edison Co. (without cost to the 
township) should make this natural asset even more 
valuable as it will provide more recreation than it has in the 
past. Certainly, we should be able to convince state officials 
that this valuable asset should not be destroyed. 

With the above facts in mind, I am urging the Economic 
Development Committee and the State Affairs Committee of 
the State Legislature to approve a different location. 

This I am doing by speaking before them and providing 
them with printed literature which aptly describes our 
community. Now I am trying to enlist the services of the 
Water "Resources Commission to help preserve our re- 
sources. 

Meanwhile, the Flint area is trying hard to get the next big 
airport in Michigan. So, if you have any friends in Flint, ask 
them to work harder, as they should have it. They would be 
able to service a large area from Pontiac to Bay City and 
possibly even west to Lansing. 

Our immediate problem is to get a firm assurance that the 
airport will be permanently limited to a definite area. This is 
very important because, without it, no planning can be ef- 
fective. 

Many people feel, for instance, that we should have a 
shopping center. But, if you were an investor, would you 
invest in such a center, knowing that about eight square 
miles next to you could become an unpopulated void and that 
one of the major access roads might be cut off? The same 
thinking plagues the minds of many developers. 

General Motors has stopped after completing their first 
building because additional buildings would appear to be in 
the way of one of the Wayne County Road Commission’s 
airport runways. We have selected Beck Road, the present 
easterly boundary of the airport property, as our permanent 
easterly boundary. 

The township will soon have legal help in advising what 
steps can be taken to freeze this boundary. In the meantime, 
we have created an airport zone limited to that area. Under 
present law, the township would have to approve a zoning 
change before expansion could occur. 

However, legislation is presently being considered to allow 
the state to override local zoning decisions. This is being 
opposed by local governments who think that “big brother” 
is not sensitive enough to the individual. 

I want to assure all those who read the above that the 
airport expansion as proposed by the Wayne County Road 
Commission is by no means “inevitable”. 

U may take work to contain the airport within its present 
boundaries but efforts are being made. W’e have a good 
chance of success and the support of each individual is im- 
portant and necessary.

Ford introduces bill 
to aid poorer schools 



Congressman William D. 
Ford (15th-Dist.) announced 
last week that 36 members of 
the House of Representatives 
have joined him in co- 
sponsorship of The Quality 
School Assistance Act of 1972. 

Congressman Ford first 
introduced the bill in 
December, with the co- 
sponsorship of four Michigan 
colleagues — Reps. Martha 
Griffiths, John DingeU, James 
G. O’Hara and Lucien Nedzi. 
Among the new co-sponsors is 
Congressman Carl Perkins, of 
Kentucky, thairman of the 
Education and Labor 
Committee of which Ford is a 
member. 

The legislation is designed 
to provide massive federal aid 
for the nation’s hard-pressed 


school districts, which have 
reached a crisis situation in 
most parts of the country. 

Ford's bill would provide 
direct grants to local boards of 
education, with an estimated 
$12 billion in aid for the 
forthcoming fiscal year 1972- 
73. 

TTiis figure is based on a 
federal contribution equalling 
20 per cent of the average per- 
pupil expenditure, either the 
state or national average, 
whichever is higher. Over the 
next three years, the federal 
grants would rise by five per 
cent annually, until the total 
federal contribution reaches 
35 per cent in 1976, when it 
would remain at that figure. 

"At present, the federal 
contribution totals less than

seven per cent of the national 
expenditure," Congressman 
Ford said. "Studies by the 
federal government and by 
private education groups have 
recommended that this figure 
be increased to at least 30 per 
cent. Dr. Sidney Marland, 
Commissioner of Education, 
has suggested a federal 
contribution of 25 to 30 per 
cent." 

In a speech to his colleagues 
in the House, Congressman 
Ford said: "Rhetoric will no 
longer satisfy our nation’s 
educators; it will no longer 
satisfy the taxpayers. The 
time has now come for 
action."

Michigan schools would 
receive over $460,000,000 in 
federal aid in the 1972-73 fiscal 
year, the seventh highest total 
in the nation. Larger sums 
would go to New York, 
California, Pennsylvania, 
Texas, Illinois and Ohio. 

The Quality School 
Assistance Act includes three 
basic provisions; greatly 
expanded general aid to 
education, special 
construction and 
modernization funds for 
impoverished school districts, 
and continued aid to districts 
with heavy concentrations of 
federal employes. The general 
aid would be allocated on the 
number of children aged 5 
through 17 in a given school 
district. 

Districts with an average of 
more than 30 students per 
existing classroom would be 
given additional funds. 
Priority in funding would be 
given to districts operating 
half-day sessions. 

Congressman Ford noted 
that his plan offered "a 
sensible alternative to the 
busing of school children." 

"This kind of determined 
federal commitment to 
education would eliminate the 
need for busing, by giving 
every child the opportunity for 
quality education in the 
neighborhood school nearest 
his home,” Congressman 
Ford said. 

"It would also provide 
vitally needed relief for the 
hard-pressed local taxpayer, 
who has seen his property 
taxes rise astronomically in 
recent years. Property taxes 
now account for 
approximately 98 per cent of 
all local tax revenue,” 
Congressman Ford pointed 
out. "They simply cannot be 
raised any higher."

A group disability and group 
life insurance program to 
cover full-time employes of 
Sumpter Township has been 
unanimously approved by the 
township board.

The disability insurance 
will, after eight days of 
sickness, pay the employe 
two-thirds of its salary up to a 
maximum of $175 for per week 
for 26 weeks.

Belleville men charged 
with armed robbery 


Washtenaw County Sheriff 
Douglas Harvey said last 
week that 30 armed robberies 
and two rapes there have been 
solved following the arrest of 
six Belleville men and the 
issuance of warrants for four 
others. 

Harvey said the arrests 
culminated a two-week 
investigation of the crimes by 
the State Police, Ann Arbor 
Police, Ypsilanti Police and 
the sheriff’s department. 

Those arrested were 
identified as Emanuel Gillum, 
18, of 22814 Sumpter Rd., 
Leland Thomas, 24, oT 25045 
Karr Rd., Phillip M. Hopkins, 
21, of 25769 Karr, Lawrence 
Simmons, 25425 Sumpter, and 
Gerald Lucas. A 15-year-old 
Belleville youth also was 
arrested. 

Gillum was arrested last 
Monday and is now awaiting a 
preliminary examination set 
for today. Thomas, Hopkins 
and Lucas are being held in 
the Washtenaw County Jail on 
$25,000 bond apiece, charged 
with an Ann Arbor armed 
robbery. Simmons is in 
custody at the Ypsilanti City 
Jail on a robbery charge 
there. All five men and the 
juvenile were arrested last 
Wednesday. 

Sheriff Harvey said he 


believed the men had been 
responsible for a series of 
hold-ups in Washtenaw County 
during the past two months. 

Harvey said the robbers 
operated regularly in the 
eastern section of the county 
and until their arrest "were at 
work every night." 

Harvey said police were 
aided in the case by an 
informant who fed them 
names and descriptions of the 


alleged armed robbers 
several weeks ago. 

The information was 
coordinated by the four police 
departments and the arrests 
were then made. The county 
sheriff said several weapons 
believed to have been used in 
the crimes also were 
confiscated. 

Harvey said a total of 16 
warrants were obtained 
against the men and he added 
some will be charged with 
more than one offense.

Snowmobile deaths in Michigan have climbed to 15 so far 
this winter, only 10 below the toll for the entire 1970-71 season, 
according to the Automobile Club of Michigan. 

Nine of the 15 killed-or 60 per cent-were involved in a 
collision with a car. 

During the 1970-71 season, 13 of the 25 fatalities-over half- 
resulted from snowmobilers colliding with cars or trucks. 

In addition, the majority of this winter’s snowmobile 
mishaps have occurred during late afternoon and evening 
hours, Auto Club points out . Eleven of the 15 killed so far this 
year on snowmobiles had nighttime accidents. Six of these 
nighttime deaths involved cars.

Youthful snowmobilers were involved in a majority of the 
fatalities, with the average age of those killed 21 . 

Statistics also reveal that non-highway snowmobile 
crashes happen on rough terrain. 

Off-highway injuries fall into two categories The first type 
is severe shock to the spinal column as a result of the 
snowmobile striking the ground very hard. 

The second most common type of injury happens when the 
driver strikes an unpadded portion of the snowmobile, such 
as the windshield or handle bars. 

Statistically last year, the most severe driver injuries 
occurred in crashes where the driver was under 35 years old, 
there were passengers on the snowmobile, and the riders 
were struck in the face or upper body with a low-hanging 
wire or branch. 

Most off-the-road accidents involving death or injury' this 
season happened at night and involved obstacles such as 
rough terrain, low wires or fences. 

Although not included in some accident reports, alcohol 
has been a factor in many snowmobile mishaps, Auto Club 
notes.

Rezoning hearing scheduled 


The Van Buren Planning 
Commission will conduct a 
public hearing at 8 p.m. Feb. 
16 on the rezoning of a land 
parcel located the north side

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners Thursday 
were presented with proposed 
40-year lease from the Detroit 
Tigers by the Wayne County 
Stadium Authority. 

The lease, signed Saturday 
in Arizona by John E. Fetzer, 
Detroit Tigers owner, will be 
evaluated by a five-member 
stadium committee composed 
of county commissioners and 
then hopefully be acted upon 
by the full board at its Feb. 17 
meeting. 

A spokesman for the county 
board said yesterday two 
“interesting wrinkles” have 
developed in the proposed 
lease, both of which should 
meet with general approval. 

The first is a change in the 
originally proposed per ticket 
surcharge for tickets to events 
at the proposed $126 million 
riverfront stadium. Instead of 
charging a flat 50 cents per 
ticket surcharge, a surcharge 
has been proposed based on a 
sliding scale basis. 

The surcharge will be in five 
steps, ranging from 20 to 75 
cents. 

Thomas P. O’Rourke (D- 
14th Dist. ) , who is chairman of 
the commission stadium 
committee, said he was 
particularly pleased with this 
change. 


The other key thing involves 
a change in the financial 
projections based on the 
anticipated interest rate on 
the $126 million bond issue 
financing the stadium. 
Originally a 7»£ per cent 
interest rate was projected for 
the bond issue, but a new 6^ 
per cent rate is anticipated. 

Because of the rate change, 
the authority expects an 
additional $600,000 a year in 
surplus for the first five years. 

According to the county 
board spokesman, the 
additional surplus will make 


any danger of a deficit even 
more remote. Several 
commissioners, including 
John N. Sabo Jr. (D-24th) and 
John J. McCann (D-26th), had 
strongly objected to the 
county pledging its faith and 
credit behind the $126 million 
bond issue in case the county 
taxpayers had to make up for 
a deficit. 

Serving on the five-member 
commissioner stadium 
committee which will be 
evaluating the lease is 
Commissioner James R. 
McCartney (D-25th).

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Michigan parks welcome winter campers 


The number of Michigan parks keeping gates open to 
service the winter camper has jumped 30 per cent over last 
year, the Automobile Gub of Michigan reported. 

An Auto Gub survey of Michigan parks operating this 
winter shows 62 state and 55 private campgrounds open. 

Most state park campgrounds in the past several years 
have been operating il year. Privately operated camp- 
grounds open this winter have grown 50 per cent as com- 
pared with 1971. Auto Gub’s survey shows. 

Camping units are being used by many families to lower 
the cost of skiing and snowmobiling weekends, since they 
reduce $15 to $30 nightly lodging costs per couple to $3 or $6 
nightly per family. Trailer cooking facilities also help save on 
the cost of restaurant meals. 


One Michigan campground, located just south of Gaylord, 
is staying open this winter even though the facility just 
started operation last summer. 

“We are located near Bear Mountain and Skyline ski 
lodges. We have access to 200 miles of marked and about 
2,000 miles of unmarked snowmobile trails,” states Bob 
Steub6, manager of Yogi Bear’s Jellystone Park Gimp- 
ground. 

Some weekends so far this winter, Jellystone Park, with 
150 summer sites, has had more than 40 camping families. 

Patrons pay $4 per night at Jellystone Park, which includes 
use of electrity plus a heated shower building and an indoor 
recreation center with a log-burning fireplace. 

'Hie campground also keeps its store open all winter and 


has 11 snowmobiles renting for $0 per hour or $40 per day on 
weekends 

Camper rentals are also available at Jellystone. The units 
range from 14 to 18 feet and sleep four to eight persons. Daily 
rentals range from $16 to $24 

To attract the winter camper, many parks offer low-cost 
winter storage Jellystone stores trailers for a minimum 
monthly charge of $12, which includes three days of free 
camping each month. 

"Winter storage at a campground also means that the unit 
does not have to be hauled on a weekend, which alone can 
save the camper the price of a month s winter storage,” says 
Steubs. 


Steubs explains that hauling a travel trailer doubles nor- 
mal gasoline expenses. The person without a trailer in tow 
who drives north on a weekend from Detroit and uses two 
tanks of gasoline round trip - costing $14 - would spend twice 
that amount by hauling a trailer 

Unless trailers are properly winterized - usually for about 
$50 - Doors will be icy with drafts around doors and windows, 
Auto Club points out. At night, while upper bunks are almost 
too warm, lower bunks, especially those near windows, will 
be chilly. 

Although most campgrounds do not have running water at 
sites in winter, campers can check in advance to see if a 
heated toilet and shower building is available.

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At Greenfield Village 

Attendance record broken 


Romulus PTA treats 
students to puppet show 


An all-time attendance 
record at Greenfield Village 
and Henry Ford Museum was 
shattered just 36 hours before 
1971 drew to a close when the 
1966 total of 1,538.182 
admissions was surpassed at 
42-year-old indoor-outdoor 
museum complex. 

The former record high was 
set five years ago before 
tightened economic conditions 


imposed a slow-down on 
domestic travel in many 
sections of the country. 

Village and museum 
officials anticipate the year- 
end total for calendar 1971 will 
reach close to 1.550,000, a 
number which includes a 
quarter million school 
youngsters in planned 
educational class visits, 
family visitations from every 


state in the Union, foreign 
visitors and organized groups, 
which cover the spectrum 
from conventioneers in 
Detroit to California senior 
citizens. 

Dr Donald A Shelly, 
president of Greenfield 
Village and Henry Ford 
Museum, attributes much of 
the increase to “an 
aggressive, significant and 


communicated program of 
exhibits and special events, 
initiated during the 
institution's 40th anniversary 
observance in 1969, which 
truly brings American history 
to Ife." 

He pointed out that the dual 
museum complex in Dearborn 
is generally regarded as the 
nation's number one museum 
in attendance among those 


which receive no 
governmental financial aid. 
“We are chartered as a 
Michigan non-profit, 
educational institution," Dr. 
Shelley pointed out, “and our 
major support comes from our 
visiting public in the form of 
admission charges and the 
sale of food, souvenirs, 
handcrafted articles and 
books." 


For the 10th consecutive year, the Romulus 
Elementary PTA has treated the school 
students to a professional marionette show 
produced by the well known Meredith 
Marionettes.

How do you obtain 
conscientious objector status 
under the new draft law? 

How long will present 
student deferments continue 
for college men? Will young 
men who enter college in the 
winter semester be granted 
deferment? 

What is importance of 
the questionnaires which a 
young man must fill out within 
10 days after registering for 
the draft? Should he seek 
advice before he responds to 
the questionnaire? 

The answers, in many 
instances, are far di fTenent than they 
were last year. Major changes 
in the new draft law have 
made most of the old answers 
obsolete. A new classification 
system has been instituted. 

For his own welfare, every 
young man of draft age should 


be aware of the changes in the 
Selective Service law. 

Tbe place to find those 
answers is in the newly 
revised Draft Information 
Booklet which the Youth 
Leadership Department of the 
Detroit Catholic Youth 
Organziation is now offering 
for sale for $2 a copy. 

The booklet may be 
obtained now at the CYO 
office, 305 Michigan Ave., 
Detroit. 

This new edition, which has 
just been published, 
represents the third major 
revision of the booklet since it 
was introduced in September, 
1969. 

Tbe revised booklet contains 
an account of the Selective 
Service System, information 
on registering for the draft, 
expositions of the draft lottery 
plan, explanations of 
deferments and exemptions 


and a directory of counseling 
services. 

Included is another booklet, 
"It’s Your Choice," which sets 
forth the educational and 
training opportunities in 
military service, the 
procedures for enlistment for 
active duty or for the reserves 
and the possibilities of gaining 
commissioned status. 

The purpose of the Draft 
Information Booklet is to 
enable young men to learn the 
whole range of their options 
under the Selective Service 
Law, to inform them of their 
rights and to point out what 
they must do to protect their 
right to appeal. 

Young men can find many of 
the answers in the booklet. 
And if the booklet does not 
contain the answer, it will tell 
them where they can find the 
information they seek.
